The 14-page preface by the Translator contains a passage of which the following 
is a translation :— 

‘‘The lack of success of this noble and instructive enterprise is a public misfortune 
which should touch everybody who takes a real interest in the welfare of 
humanity. The reason of the failure is such as to give deep thought to the 
sailormen of all nations and of every type.’’ 

This shows the deep interest taken in France and on the Continent in general in 
Bligh’s ill-starred efforts to mgd stot the bread-fruit plant from Tahiti to the 
West Indies.

Hence arose the mystery about the Authorship of the ‘Hermit.’ I believe 
all the parties mentioned, except myself, are in Spirit Land [1869]. On 
obtaining his ticket of leave Savery became a great agriculturist, and - 
failed. He again committed forgery, and was sent to the penal settlement of 
Port Arthur, where he destroyed his life by cutting his throat . . .”
